th the last three days in January, 1918, and requesting 

the league to send two delegates . It was also moved, 
seconded and carried that Mr. Ashby end Rev, R.,D, Brown 
represent the League at the conference, Mr, Vandervall 
reported that since the meeting of the Executive Committee 
lest spring, when he was authorized to organize auxiliary 
groupe in adjouring towne, he was called away on business 
in New York, but after the new year he will have more time 
to attend to this matter, and will take it up at no expense 
to'the league, It was moved, seconded and carried that Mr. 
Yendervall's report be received with thanks. 

Mr, Ashby roported progress in the wor in Jersey City. 
the treasurer was asked to comminicate with the Jersey City 
Treasurer with regard to paying one-third of Mr, Ashby's 
salary, Mr, Stubblebine, who has accepted a call to a ohuroh 
im Dalles, Texas, presented his resignation as chairman of 


the Exsoutive Committee of the Negro Welfare Leagues urm 
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Venderyall moved, which was seconded and carried, that ur; 
stubblebein's resignation be accepted with regret, and 
thnks for the work he has done-in Newark for the League, 
H carries with him the best wished of the Comittee for 
mocess and happiness in his new field, Mr, Stewart moved, 
mioh was duly secqnded and carried, that a token be preseng- 
ed to Mr, Stubblebine, This matter was placed in Mr, Stewart's 
charge, 

The question of a chairman to succeed Mr, Stubblebine 
we discussed at length, Mr, Stubblebine thought the 
question of selecting a chairman should proceed slowly 
sad suggested that Miss Pendleton, who had successively been 
seoretary and chairman of the Friendly Visitors Comittee 
sot until a permanent chairman is found, Mr, Stewart 
thought the chairman should be a colored member of the board, 
Moposing the Rev, R. D. Brown, The Rev, G, M, Bonfield 
‘le concurred in this thought, Miss Pendleton stated 

while ur, s{“feeling that the colored people should not 
in eny way be dependent on the whites, and certainly not 
belong to an organization entirely officerea by white people, 
it is of the utmost importance that the League shall seek 
Mt mà interest white persone in Newark who have the time 


Mi the opportunity to make living conditions better for the 


lored People of this vicinity, The League needs time better

mpport from the white people who ere so largely in‘the 


sjority. She therefore thought the time had not yet come 
shen the whole executive work of the committee should be 
tuned over entirely to the colored raee, snd reminded the 
mittee of the motto written by Mrs, Baldwin of the 
mtional League on Urban Conditions Among Negroes, Mr, 
Yendervall agreed that we should go slowly in thie matter, 
ur, MacDougall stated that the president, who is a white 
mn, has little time to give to Executive work, and Rev, 
i, D, Brown stated that the question of race should not 
cme into the matter at all. It is a question of finding 
foaeone who is able to do the work, He is too busy a man 
to take the chairmanship, ‘Dr. Davis Lusk who had come to 
the meeting late, was asked if he would be kind enough to 
serve as chairman, Dr, Lusk said he hoped to give more 
time to the work, He was duly elected chairmen of the 
Exeoutive Committee, 

Mies Pendleton suggested that the Recording Secretary 
of the Executive Committee who was elected when it was first 
orgenized, and who has been present at only a few meetings, 
Ùe asked as to whether she wishes to remain in an office 
Wiich she does not fill, Mr, Ashby brought up the matter of 
‘ tual meeting, It, was moved that the chairman sppoint
